CITRUS FRUIT SEASON CLOSES. 


TRAINS DELAYED YESTERDAY. 


Julius Kruttschitt’s eycle of railroad 


accidents on Uncle Collis’s railroad has 
not given way yet to the cycle 
which accidents will not happen. 

There was a good deal of anxiety 
ail day yesterday over the non-arrival 
of any trains from San Francisco, un- 
til the Owl due about 7 a.m., came 
in at about 3:30 p.m. The other morn- 
ing train which comes down the east 
side, and the train due at a little after 
noon did not arrive until about 6 p.m. 

The railroad officials, were it not for 
those who run the cycle bureau in San 
Francisco, might’ have relieved the 
anxiety by telling the truth. But the 
word was as.usual, that whatever was 
wrong had taken place on Superin- 
tendent Burkholter’s division between 
Fresno and River Station in this city, 
and therefore no news could be ob- 
tained at the gArcade depot, ‘a mile 
away. 

When the Owl 
they told what had happened. Early 
yesterday morning a freight train in 
Soledad Ca/fion, between Long’s Station 
and Ravenna, had left the track, block- 
ing.the road for hours. The cycle-fiend 
is said to have caused a rail to spread 
which ditched the engine and a lot of — 
cars, and made a very ugly wreck on 
the rails. A wrecking train was sent 
out of here at once, and a sidetrack 
was built around the wreck to ‘et 
trains pass, while the destroyed en- 
gine and cars were being removed. 

The citrus fruit season has come to 
a close. The last day was October 31. 
The total shipments from the section 
for the year were 10,311 carloads, run- 
ning from 333 to 336 boxes to the car. 
Of these, 9497 cars went east, and 854 
cars went north to San _ Francisco, 
Portland and other Coast points. 

Last year the totals were 15, 153 car- 
loads. . 

Of this year’s shipments it is gen- 
erally estimated that about eight hun- 
dred carloads were lemons and the rest 
oranges. 

The railroads are busy making esti- 
mates for the coming season. There 
estimates are based on the crop as it 
is on the trees today, making no al- 
lowances for possible frosts, winds or 
other damages. Prices have much to 
do with the amount shipped. If they 
are good all kinds of oranges go out, 
but at low prices poor fruit cannot go. 
The estimates made by the roads and 
others all agree that the crop prom- 
ises to yield between 14,000 and 15,000 


carloads. The carloads this year will 
run at about 368 boxes to the car. 
These estimates include lemons, The 


year before last the shipments of this- 


fruit came to about 1200 cars. The 
coming year promises to do a little bet- 
ter than the 800 cars of last year, but 
not much better than the 1200 cars of 
the year before that.

The.preliminary report submitted to 
the President by the Philippine Com- 
mission (the essential portions of which 
were published yesterday in, these col- 
umns,) is a succinct statement of the 
situation from the beginning of the 
American occupation down to the pres- 
ent time. It is, moreover, a_ careful 
summing up of the case by men who 
know from actual observation and in- 
vestigation, that the facts are as stated. 
The fact that Admiral Dewey is a mem- 
ber of the cémmission, and that he un- 
qualifiedly indorses every word of the 
report, is a strong indication of the 
soundness of the conclusions reached; 
and this without the least disparage- 


ment to the other eminent gentlemen | 


who compose the commission, and whose 
signatures are attached to the report. 
Admiral Dewey perhaps, more than 
any other man, is qualified to give an 
intelligent opinion in the premises, by 
reason of his close identification with 
the history-making events in the Philip- 
pines from the beginning of hostilities. 
The other members of the commission, 
however, devoted months of time to the 
investigation, and the fact that their 
views are in ehtire harmony with those 
of the great: ‘admiral appears to prove 
that intelligent men, looking . at the 
matter dispassionately and the 
vantage-point of actual knowledge of 
facts and conditions, are not apt to 


stand very Wide apart in the test of 


final analysis. 

The report of the Philippine Commis- 
sion will serve to confirm -in the minds 
of the American people a large mass 
of facts already partly understood, and 
of conclusions already virtually formed, 
rather than to raise any considerable 
One of its most: 
important. and far- reaching effects will 


_be to vindicate the administration at 


every ‘point in the latter’s handling of 
the Philippine question. The report 
"| shows, in detail, the logical necessity 
for every step that has been taken; and 
that our government could not-in justice 
to itself, to the friendly Filipinos, to 
the European residents in the islands, 
or to the cause of humanity in the ab- 
Stract, have pursued any other course 
than that which has been pursued in 
dealing with this difficult problem. It 
meets and refutes in an admirable man- 
ner, by the citation of facts as they 
exist, the numerous falsehoods and mis- 
apprehensians that have been given cur- 
rency through the pernicious activity of 
pro-Filipino contingent in ‘the 
United States. 

It is overwhelmingly evident from the 
report of the commission that we have a 
paramount duty to perform in the 
Philippines, and that the performance 
of that duty will not lead us to abandon 
the islands to their fate, but rather to 
remain, to enforce our authority, and 
then to lead these_apt, intelligent, but 
undeveloped people out of intellectual 
and political darkness into the light of 
freedom, of sound government, of indus- 
trial progress, and of. moral develop- 
ment.

VIIIL.—THE 
NIGHT. 


The first fight I was present at dur- 


ing the Russo-Turkish war was the 
passage of the Danube. When the 
crossing was effected between Sim- 
nitza qnd Sistova, Archibald Forbes 
and joined Gen, Arnoldi’'s cavalry 
brigade on the invasion of, Turkey. The 
advance squadrons were  dragoon, 
carrying rifles, hayohets and swords; in 
fact mounted infantry or cavaliy at 
will. There is no service during war 
that appeals to me more than that cf 
the Uhlan, or scout, and Arnoldi’s men 


jacted as such for the invading force. 


To be in the very fire-front of an ad- 
vance, always on the alert, to keep 
touch. with’ the enemy, interrogating 
the peasantry, or cutting telegraph 
wires; in fact,-to be here, there and 
everywhere, is to me the best part of 
campaigning. ° 

Arnoldi, though a staunch Russian, 
had, as his name suggested, Italian 
blood in his veins, and a the artistic 
feeling both in music and painting of 
that highly-gifted race. He was a 
keen aquarellist, and nothing did he 
like better than, after he had seen his 
men encamped for the day, to devote 
the remaining hours of daylight to a 
jaunt with me through the adjacent 
Bulgarian villages, and place our camp 
stools in front of some picturesque hut 
and try to reproduce, with our limited 
pigments, the marvelous hues of the 
paprika pods enshrouding the portals 
with crimson, yellow and delicate 
greens, while the wondering inhabit- 
ants stood in motley groups round the 
crazy general, as they dubbed him. 

Certainly the quaintest, amd most 
picturesque figure of the odd scene was 
Arnoldi himself, doubled up on his 
stool, arrayed in pink silk shirt, white 
kapi and dark green trousers, with the 
broad stripe of red down their sides, 
denoting his high rank. 

When the sun was down we would 
light our pipes, shoulder our camp 
stools, and trudge back to camp, just 
as if we were on a sketching picnic in- 
stead of the serious business of war. 
Sometimes Anoldi and I would be so 
keen on sketching that we would not 
hesitate to pull out our sketchbooks 
and colors’on the line of mareh,. and 
ride as far as we dared ahead of the 
squadrons and begin our°work. Occa- 
sionally the general and I would be 


many hours in advance of our baggage..! 


and once or twice. so hard pressed were 
we for food, that Arnoldi would re- 
quest a passing Cossack to dismount 
and order him to empty his. pockets. 
of the dry pieces of black bread, which 
those hardy warriors always stored, in 
case of a long march, in their capa- 
cious. trouser pockets, 
and amusing sight to see the trooper, 
at word from Arnoldi, come to the at- 
tention, then salute, and dive his hands 
into his nether garment, and produce, 
apparently black cinders, which he 
would place in the hollow of his cap, 
and, with trembling hand, offer the 
ration to his general, when Arnoldi 
and I would consume the stale food 
with great relish. I suggested to the 
general that it was rather rough on 
the trooper to requisition his rations 
at a moment’s notice, but he laughed 
with great glee and replied: 

“My dear Villiers, did you not no- 
tice that the soldier was trembling as 
he handed me his bread? Why, he 
was shaking with pleasure, and he will 
be the proudest man of his troop to- 
day for the honor we have done him 
You don’t know 
the Russian soldier yet, my Villiers,” 
continued the general. “If that man 
gets out of this campaign alive the one 
thing he will ever remember and talk 
to his children about—above. heroic 
deeds and the glamour of the fight- 
ing—will be this little incident of his 
general munching those musty crusts 
out of his greasy trouser pockets.” 

It was almost a perpetual picnic this, 
the beginning of 
campaign. THe weather was simply | 
perfection for campaigning. The 
breath of summer was in the air. The 


|days were bright and sunny, and at 
night one required no better bed than 


a patch of grass to stretch on and a 
blanket for a covering. 

We met with no serious opposition on 
the march till we arrived outside the 
town of Bjela. The few Turks occu- 
pying the place were so astonished at 
seeing, as they thought, a force of 


Russian.infantry so near at -hand,-that- 


they immediately beat a retreat, for 
our men dismounted a little distance 


from the town, and in infantry forma- 


tion crept up, with fixed bayonets, 
and completely surprised the enemy. 


Bjela nestled in a gorge dividing a 
belt of hills, rather abruptly standing 
out of the rolling plain across which 
we had advanced. As our men were 
skirmishing over the heights, driving 
the rear-guard of the Turkish force 
out of the town, the principal Bulga- 
rian residents of the place and the 
chief dignitaries of the Orthodox 
Church were advancing toward the 
general and his staff, proferring them 
bread and salt, whilé an- aged priest 
held up.a large. metal crucifix which 
the general and his officers” in deep 
rreverance kissed. Shortfy 
our troops took up a position on the 
heights to the left of the town. 

Toward evening a number of the en- 
emy’s Cireassion cavalry stood , out 
against the blpod red after-glow of the 
sun like hugefearrion crows on the pur- 
ple horizon, havering along the ridge in 
our immediate\ front, till their figures 
began to be merged in the gathering 
gloom. And when night set in, flicker- 
ing lights on our front and ieft and 
right betokened that the enemy had 
not retreated far, but were keeping a 
keen watch on our movements. The 
general had expected the infantry ‘to 
follow close.on our heels, for we were 
not strong enough to court § attack; 
therefore, when the morning broke, 
and finding that the enemy had béen 
closihg round us during the night, so 
formidable did they look, that Arnoldt 
immediately—_ordered our guns and bag- 
gage to retire behind the River Yantra, 
which ran below the town and over 
which we had passed the previous 
night. 

We stood -by our horses all day 
long, our videttes occasionally taking 
pot-shots at the enemy as they grad- 
ually drew closer toward our flanks. 
We were anxiously waiting and watch- 
ing till the sun was.on the wane, when, 
to our intense delight, we descried 
afar over the plain a column of dust 
beginning to rise, gradually rolling 
nearer and nearer. Through this dust 
specks of fire sparkled as e yeHow 
glow of the sun glinted on the lips 
of bayonets. Steadily the gray cloud 
approached, and soon white uniforms 
were distinctly visible, and the sound 
of the steady tramp, tramp of infan- 
try came up from the plain. The 
‘dragoons sprinkling the heights of 
Bjela gave lusty ¢heers as the long- 
looked-for relief at last passed under 
ws into the town. The enemy, on 
seeing this strong reénforcement. 
quietly melted away, and Bjela, prac- 
tically without a shot, fell into’ the 
hands of the Russians.

I had to go the 
whole length of the town to Arnoldi’s 
quarters, he having encamped on the 
other side of the Yantra. The in- 


fanmtry were rapidly taking,up their 


position on the heights around Bjela. 
All through the evening the troops 
continued marching through the main 
street, and far into the night stragglers 
and maligners: were dragging their 
weary limbs over thé hard, dusty plain 
to the various encampments. 

When I returned from dining at the 
cavalry camp toward midnight, the 
road was apparently quite silent.

They snatched it. out 
of my grasp, and also relieved me of 
my sketch and pocketbooks and 
purse. Then they rudely hustled me 
up out of the cellar onto the road. They 
were all more or less. intoxicated, two 
somewhat jgood-humoredly, but the 
others were sullen and ill-tempered. 
They held a querujlous consultation 
as to ‘their future dealings with me, and 
appeared to rive at the conclusion 
to take me in the’ direction from 
whence -I*had come. At this I was 
much relieved, for I Knew I should be 
nearing friends. 

My captors placed me between them 
and we started. To my dismay, on

curred) to thus early in life sending 
me over to the great majority.

We eventually arrived 
at a bivouac of infantry, and I was 
dragged toward the blazing camp fire.

arrested me were now out of favor and 
had quietly slunk away. Last, but not 
least, my purse arrived. I instinctively 
opened it and commenced counting the 
notes and coins.

the death of me. The officer kindly 
gave me an escort to prevent further 
molestation, and I arrived at my house. 
never more utterly taeeed out in my 
life. 


ird | Throwing myself onto the ottoman I 


soon fell asleep. Presently I wags dis- 
turbed by a soft, velvet touch on my 
faee, then came a gentle pressure of 
my hands, Thinking -I was in the 
throes of a pleasant nightmare I 
sighed, and still sweetly slept. Now 
came a pinch on my right toe, quickly 
followed by rather a rough tweak of 
my nose. I sat up, rubbing my eyes till 
I was wide awake, when I discovered 
in a ray of soft moonlight, two lovely 
damse!ls in picturesque robes-de-nuit, 
wringing their hands and sadly moan- 
ing. 

On seeing that I was fully awake 
they rushed at me and shook me, fear- 
ing that I might fall asleep again. The 
fair creatures both pointed to the win- 
dow, and in.a tongue utterly unintelli- 
gible to. me, rapidly began ‘talking.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Railroad com- 
panies are not very apt*to make thé 
mistake of contracting for goods for 
future delivery at an advance in price

if there is any danger of hard times in 
Sight. The men at the head of rail- 
roads are usually far-seeing gentlemen, 
who make comparatively few great 
business mistakes. It is, therefore, a 
good indication of continued prosper- 
_ity when these men make contracts for 
steel rails for their roads to be deliv- 
ered anywhere from six months to two 
years hence. The latest batch of con- 
tracts for steel rails, made public here 
this week, call for nc less than 1,500,- 
600 tons of seventy-pound.rails of the 
seventy-pound pattern to be delivered 
Within two years from date. This 
means that the companies receiving 
the contracts for these rails must, even 
if they receive no additional ‘orders, 
which is quite improbable, keep their 
turnaces working at full biast for a 
period of two years, and for the same 
length of time their employés.are sure 
of work at a good scale of wages. 

The most remarkable thing about 
these contracts *~ that they are made 
at the very hiehest price of the year 
for rails—$33 per ton. If a period of 
hard times were due—as some pes- 
Simists it is hardly probable 
that railroad men would order steel 
rails at all, let alone ordering them at 
an advance in price. But business 
men confidently predict that so great 
will be the demand for steel, both from 
consumers in this country anid abroad, 
that within the next few. weeks the 
price of rails will rise to $35 a ton, and 
therefore the railroad men consider 
that they have made a good bargain in 
getting them on contract at $33 a ton. 
The payment for these contracts will 
call for a sum approximating $50,000,- 
000, which gives a little insight of the 
confidence railroad men have in the 
continued prosperity of this country. 
This contract for rails is the largest 
ever made in this or any other country. 
There. is another railroad indication 
that prosperity is here to stay: Some 
time ago the New York Central: Rail- 
road found itself in need of more cars. 
It has cars enough to conduct its pres-

SlKett, the president of the First Na- 
tional Bank, said: “I come in contact 
with merchants and farmers every day, 
and I can say with certainty that the 
present outlook for the advancement 
of business in Southern California was 
never brighter. Not only in the future 
do we expect to enjoy good times, but 
we are today doing more business than 
ever before." 

The records of the commercial agen- 
cies show fewer failures for 1899. There 
is a marked decrease in the amount of | 
commercial liabilities as compared 
with 18987 and 1898. The total number 
of failures of 1895 in Southern 
fornia was 158: liabilities, $467,658; as- 
sets $239,361; 1896, failures 229, liabilities 
740,882, assets $317,510; 1897, failures 153, 
liabilities, $451,913, assets, $198.943: 1898. 
failures 190, liabilities, $1,034,817, assets 
$458,1781 ‘nine months of 1899, failures 
105, liabilities $390,629, assets, $156,035. 

Failures, it is true, do not always in- 
dicate hard times. Often in years 
when money is free, people become 
careless and take greater risks in loan- 
ing money, thereby increasing the risk 
of loss, which usually results in more 
failures. The books of the Roard of 
Tradé show that this year there are 
fewer small houses in business, which 
is taken as an indic#fbn that capital. 
although plentiful, is being placed 
with care and judgment. It Is also 
interpreted’ as a sign of a better busi- 
ness standard. 


WHOLESALE TRADE. 
In the various lines #f wholesale 


_ trade business has profited by the free- 


ness of capital and by the increased 
demand. Business houses, whose ope- 
rations reach out to Arizona and New 
Mexico, have been and are now enyoy- 
ing trade relations infinitely better 
than have ever existed. Arizona and 
New Mexico have had a very prosper- 
ous season, which is in a measure re- 
sponsible for existing conditigns. “My 
business has increased 25percent.,”’ was 
the expression of one Wholesale grocer, 
and this was echoed in a greater or 
less degree by his competitors. “I find 
-We are beginning to be able to compete 
with San Francisco in Arizona on a 
better footing than a few years ago,” 
he added. 

In hardware lines dealers experience 
a difficulty in filling orders. A large 
increase in the demand for material is 
of course a chief factor in the situa- 
tion, second only to the inconvenience 
to which wholesalers are. subject in 
obtaining goods from the East. Here 
two elements govern the situation, the 
lack of proper transportation and the 
inability of eastern manufacturers to 
fill orders. The majority: of local 
wholesalers ordered goods several 
months ago when prices-were less than 
at present. Eastern manufacturers are 
inclined to sidetrack Such orders for

| The Pasadena fruit growers-.dre not 
extending their operations. Thousands 
| of dollars have been spent with good 
| Fesulte in water development the past 
Summer, and the irrigation possibili- 
| ties of Pasadena have been improved. 
New wells have found water all. over 
the city, and some.of this water Is now 
unused. 
, Pasadena is not a manufacturing 
town and little has been done in the 
way of new manufacturing industries. 
The plant of the Pasadena Packing 
Company has been doubled: $5000 has 
been added to the capital; eighty car- 
loads of canned fruit have been put 
up this season (three times the quan- 
tity of last year,) and twice as many 
hands have been employed. A large 
addition has been made to the facilf- 
ties for Pasadena’s particular occupa- 
tion, the entertainment visitors. 
Work on the construction of a $100,000 
cycleway has been started. The elec- 
tric railroad. company is adding sev- 
eral miles to its local tracks. 
Prosperity is shown by the prompt 
payment of bills: the excellent condi- 
tion of credits; the increase of trade 
reported by merchants in spite of an 
added number of stores; the marked 
improvements all along the business 
streets; the rise in wages: the demand 
for mechanics; the absence of the un- 
employed and the early coming of win- 
ter visitors in considerable numbers. 
The public school population of the 
city, shown by the reports of attend- 
ance, decreased slightly since last year. 
Perhaps this is offset by the gain in 
attendance at the private schouis. 
Pasadena’s avenues for employment 
are limited in variety. There is a de- 
mand for mechanics and servants, and 
in these oceupations first-class help 
has no difficulty in obtaining employ- 
ment. In fact, employers have been 
ivertising for help in these lines. If 
& man has no trade, he stands little 
chance of getting work here, and there 
are few openings for professional mén. 
Soft snaps don’t grow here.

MONEY PLENTIFUL. 


The general stdte of labor, progress 
and industry is active. 

The greatest activity this year has 
been in the jline of fruit raising. 

Better conditions prevail in all lines 
of business than for more than three 
years, and labor fs correspondingly 
benefited. 

There are practically no unemployed 
in this vicinity. 

Wages have been good all this year. 
There has been no market increase. 

Ranchers are planting more orchards 
and im many cases pear, prune, apri- 
cot, olive trees, etc., are being up- 
rooted and replaced by orange groves. 
Merchants are increasing their busi- 
nesses, and the houses which are being 
constantly built are generally of a 
more substantial character. Five or- 
ange-packing houses here have been 
enlarged this season, 

The real estate market has been de- 
cidedly active. There is no dearth of 
capital. 

There is an ‘excellent outlook for a 


stallation of pumping plants. Great 
Success has attended these develop- 
ments. 

The citrus nursery business, which 
has been rather inactive for some 
years past, took a new start in the 
spring of 1899, and heavy shipments of 
nursery stock were made’ from this 
point, and sales were made at better 
prices than have prévailed since 1892. 

The Azusa Manufacturing Company 
has recently built. a substantial fac- 
tory. The company is capit&lized at 
$50,000, to do a general business in the 
line of foundry work and machine-shop 
work. The Azusa Electric Lighting 
and Power Company during the year 
commenced business. 

Total shipments of fruit from Azusa 
and Glendora aggregate over 400 cars 
for the year just closed. Bank deposits 
show a marked increase over former 
vears. Improved orchard property 1s 
held at higher prices than ever before, 
and few of the owners care to sell. e 
orange-growers had a successful ye 
and many of them are getting out of 
debt and making substantial improve- 
ments on their places. 

Steady, capable and reliable men 
have no difficulty in finding regular 
employment. There are very few un- 
employed here at present, and almost 
none who can be classed as above. 


WHITTIER. 
FINE PROSPECTS. 
-The general state of labor, progress 
and industry is active. 

The greatest activity has been in the 
line of the production and development 
of oil, fruit cann.ng, shipping fruit, 
vegetable growing and alfalfa. 

The least activity has been in the 
line of grain farming. ‘and stock rais- 
ing. 

The general condition of labor and 
business compared with one, two or 
three years ago is very much improved. 

The number of employed compared 
with one, two or three years ago jis 
greatly improved. No one is unem- 
ployed at the present time. 

Wages have advanced in some lines 
over the scales of one, two or three 
years ago. 

The activity shown by farmers, mer- 
chants, builders and general employers 
of labor, as compared with recent 
years, has increased of from. 15 to 25 
per cent. 

There have been large movements of 
capital toward the development of oil, 
toward water development, and in the 
handling of canned fruit goods, wali- 
nuts, walnut growing and in building. 

The present conditions in this sec- 
tion, as to farming, planting, new or- 
chards, general crops, irrigation and 
other agricultural operations give 
promise of a very successful year, and 
fine prospects far next year. 

The amount invested in oil develop- 
ment during the past year is about 
$200,000. The oil is marketed in Los 
Angeles and throughout Southern Cal- 
ifornia. The amount invested in im- 
provements in the Whittier Cannery 
this year is $2500, its product being sold 
in the Eastern States. In new water 
systems during the past year, $75,000 
was invested. 

This: has been a very prosperous 
year. There has been a great increase 
in the quantity of goods packed at the 
Whittier Cannery, and an increase of 
100 per cent. in oil shipped. There 
has been very little suffering among 
the. fruit and walnut-growers and 
ranchers for lack of water. Crops in 
general are very much better than last 
year. There will not be very large 
acreage of orchards planted next year 
because nearly all the valuable land 
has already been planted.

Such a wonder- 
ful increment might create the impres- 
sion that the business year of 1897 was 
far below the average. So far as the 
amount of deposits in this ‘Institution

RIVERSIDE. 
ENORMOUS CROPS. 

The general state of labor, progress 
and industry is good and active. 

The most activity has been in the 
line of agriculture. Building has been 
very active in Riverside city. In- 
creased attention is being devoted to 
the dairy business. The least activity 
has been in the manufacturing line. 
This is in no sense & manufacturing 
community, attention being devoted 
almost entirely to horticultural and 
agricultural pursuits. 


There has been a marked improve- | 


ment in the condition of labor and 
business, compared with one, two and 
three years ago. 

Two or three years ago, and even at 
this time last year, hundreds of men 
were seeking employment here, and 
were turned away. Now employers 
frequently find it difficult to obiain the 
services of laboring men. 

Wages have advanced generally from 
15 to 20 per cent., both for skilled and 
unskilled labor. 

Remarkable activity is shown all 
along the. line. During the past year 
more orchards have been planted, more 
acres set to grain, and more buildings 
erected, than during any like period, 
not even excepting the boom days, in: 
the history of Riverside. Established 
concerns, in all lines of trade, are do- 
ing 20 per cent. more business than at 
this time last year. There is a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of 
men employed. - 

The Riverside bank deposits aggre- 
gate $1,000,000. The October deposits 
were exceptionally large. There is an 
abundance of capital available at lower 


rates of interest than ever before 
offered here. 
While some fruit- growing sections 


suffered during the past summer from 
a lack of water, Riverside’s supply was 


abundant. As,a result, the orange and 


lemon orchards are in splendid condi- 
tion and will yield an enormous crop. 
If the rains come right, the Perris, San 
Jacinto and Temecula districts will 
yield a grain crop far exceeding that 
of any previous year. The vrowing of 
alfalfa, to which particular attention 


+ has been directed the past vear, prom- 


ises to prove profitable. This has led 
to the establishment of several dairies 
south of Riversidé, and local capital- 
ists have just completed a_ dairy at 
West Riverside. 

A foundry and planing mill: have been 
established here during the past few 
years. They do a good business, but 
are not operated on an extensive scale. 

There are many indications of the 
general prosperity of this section. 
Rank deposits have largely increased. 
There is an abundance of capital. Few 
idle men are to be seen and wages are 
higher. Business is brisk, and on a 
cash basis. Many more old mortgages 
are being canceled than new mort- 
gages recorded. Taxes are being paid 
more premptly than for years past. The 
real-estate market is active. 

Those who want work here now can 
find it easily. Conditions here are pe- 
culiar in one respect.- A large number 
of men secure employment during the 
winter months picking oranges and in 
the packing-houses. These are mostly 


for 1899, $1924, showing an increase for 
this year aver last of 49 per cent. 

There are no unemployed persons 
here. 

No change has been made in the 
scale of wages for the various kinds of 
work here. 

Sheep-raising is again becoming a 
Jarge industry..

They have not been sheared for 
several years, owing-to the low price 
of wool, but are now being carefully 
looked after, and a large wool crop 
will result.

has been expended in development. 
Large sums of money are now going 
into mines—gold, silver, coal and gyp- 
sum. The Edison Electric Company of 
Los Angeles is constructing a light and 
power system to cost $75,000. Santa 


-Ana has completed a $60,000 sewer sys- 


tem and the county has completed a 
$20,000 jail building and has just voted 
$100,000 with which to build and fur- 
nish an up-to-date courthouse. The 
Chamber of Commerce recently raised 
$6000 with which it secured the estab- 
lishment of a $15,000 cannery. 

Farming is conducted in this section 
of the Santa Ana Valley on a higher 
plane now than‘ever before. Prospects 
are good for general crops. The two- 
years’ drought has resulted in exten- 
sive development of water in the val- 
ley, the greater portion coming from 
new artesian wells. It has been con- 
servatively estimated that during the 
past year Orange county has developed 
fully 12,000 miner’s inches, this being 
more than one-third of the total water 
development of the entire southern por- 
tion of the State for that time. A 
larger acreage of barley will be sown 
this year than in any previous year in 
the history of the county. 

Santa Ana has.a $15,000 cannery, 
which the past season consumed 1200 
tons of fruit and vegetables, making 
almost one million cans, or about one 
hundred and twenty-five carloads of 
canned fruit and vegetables. This re- 
quired an outlay of about $140,000, of 
which $25.000 was paid out in this city 
and vicinity for labor. A new novelty 
works, for the manufacture of novel- 
ties from California woods, was re- 
cently established here. An ice plant 
is now projected, the company ‘having 
alreadw heen formed. A powder plant 
and another condensed-milk factory 
are also projected. 

The excess of the products of the val- 
ley over and above local consumption, 
and the profitable’ marketing of the 
same, has brought about the present 
This 
section of the valley last year shipped 
out over six hundred carloads of 
oranges, 400 carloads of English wal- 
nuts, 59 earloads of celery, 100 car- 
loads of vegetables, 150 carloads of 
canned fruit. 1% carloads of dried de-

Mechanics are in demand at high } 
wages. This is especially true of car- 
penters. The building activity has 
been such that carpenters have been 
imported from Santa Barbara and Los 
‘Angeles. Painters, plumbers and simi- 
lar mechanics are receiving steady 
employment. Woodchoppers are re- 
ceiying $2.50 per cord, as against $2 
per. cord heretofore paid rather reluc- 
tantly. 

Wages are strong this year for la- 
borers, at $1.50 to $2 per day, with a 
scarcity of worthy men. One and two 
years ago there were man unem- 
ployed men. Employed men then re- 


hands were paid from $15 to $20 and 
board per month. They now demand 
and receive $25 to $30 per month. Me- 
chanics have been in great demand, 
and are receiving higher wages at 
present than during the past three 
years. The scale of wages is $3 per 
day, as against $2.50 last year. The 
salaries of clerks in stores in general 
are slightly higher in many instances 
than during the past year. The em- 
ployer is in better condition to pay the 
salaries, and the clerks cannot be dis- 
pensed with. One year ago it was 
doubtful as to how long a clerk might 
retain his position. 

All such classes are more active and 
have moré confidente than they have’ 
<. had before during the past three years. 

There is considerable activity in 
money matters and money is easier 
than for several years. Mortgages and 


easily met by the borrowers. 

_ The products are commanding higher 
prices than for’ many years past, 
owing to conditions, of trade through- 
out the country. and to the former 
scarcity of products, owing. to the dry 
season. Although the farmers have 
suffered from the past two dry seasons, 
yet farming lands are commanding 
higher figures than ever before. With 
the prevailing high market price for 
products, orchardists and farmers have 
realized exceedingly well on their 
crops, and in many instances they 
have made considerable money. 

The largest enterprise is the sugar- 
beet industry. The erection of the fac- 
tory at Oxnard is a wonderful assist- 
ance to the rapid development of Ven- 
tura county. In this factory $2,000,000 
is invested.

On Thursday, the father says, for 
some reason, the teacher was not 
pleased with his pupil's work, and 


walked down to her desk to upbraid 
her. The matter was not quickly ad- 
justed and very soon words ensued, 
whereupon trouble began in earnest. 
Twinifg® is said to have seized @ 
pointer, about three feet long, and per 
haps as thick as a man’s thumb, at 
the handle end, and with it’ to have 
struck the girl on the left cheek, cut-

This was promptly resented by the 


little lady, who.threw a dictionary at’ 


the pedagogue. Then Twining, so the 
father told the District Attorney, beat 
the girl across hér back and shoulders 
with the stiff, heavy pointer until she 
was subdued. Belcher 1s sure that his 
daughter’s flesh yesterday morning 


showed as many as eleven well-defined 


welts or bruises, besides a cut on one 
of her hands.

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CREMATE HIMSELF. 


Cuts His Throat and Wrist and Sets 
Fire to the Building in Which He 
Took Refuge—Meeting of the Tour- 
nament of Roses’ Association—Japa- 
nese Celebrate. 


PASADENA, Nov. 3.—[Regular Cor- 


respondence.] A'‘pitiable old man, de- 
ranged in his mind, sick at heart, -half 


naked and bleeding from self-innflicted 
wounds, was taken from a hut in whith 
he had tried hard to kill himself, in: 
South Pasadéna this afternoon. About 
4 o'clock John Ball, a poor man who 
occupies a cabin opposite the Chil- 
dren’s Home on Mission street, saw the 
old traveler enter the hut near him, 
which'has been long unoccupied. Pres- 
‘ently he espied smoke issuing from 
the hut and found that it was afire. 
He rushed in and was dumfounded 
by what he saw. The aged pilgrim haa 
built a fire against the inner wall, had 
laid his coat, shoes and hat on the 
blaze, had cut his throat and opened 
one of his ‘wrists with a jackkKnife, 
and had laid himself down’to die. Mr. 
Ball immediately extinguished the fire 
and notified City Marshal Reid. 

It happened that the old fellow had 
@ very dull knife, and although he 
bied freely, he had not penetrated +o 
an artery in. either cut, so his wounds 
did not give rise to immediate danger. 
Barefooted and coatless, he accom- 
panied the Marshal to his office, where 
the cuts were dressed by a _ surgeon. 
The old man was a stranger to every- 
body. He evidently was insane. The 
Marshal could not ascertain from him 
where he came from or what his name 
was, his conversation being unintelli- 
gible. Although he was very. weak, 
apparently suffering from lack of food, 
as well as from his injuries,-he walked 
to the electric car, with the Marshal 
and went to the County Hospital. A 
benevolent lady supplied him with a 
eoat and hat to replace those burned, 
but he was. shoeless when he started 
out. He appeared to be about 70 years 
old, bore marks of hard usage and evi- 
dently had been trampirg ‘for many 
days. At the County Hospital the old 
man was-treated and put ta.bed. He 
still refused to disclose his "ame, or to 
give any account of himself.
